revolution is national, not sectional. 


A treaty ot peace must be satisfactory 
to the nation and not merely to a s e c ­ 
t i o n

Pirates could n ’t get rid of him quickly 
en ough, an d you n ev er hear of him as 
a bull pluyer after that. 
"Jigg» ’' Don ahue, on ce of the Chi­ 
cago Sox, Is an other. 
After playin g 
av erage bull for sev eral season s In the 
min ora be sud d en ly sprun g in to fame 
aa a first sucker who “ate ’em tip." So 
Comlskey grabbed him off, an d ho 
lasted for a v ery few years. 
In the 
world series of HKHl bis work was 
t$ i« sen sation again st the Cubs. 
That 
was tb* supreme time of id s baseball 
life. 
The followin g seuson he fell off 
bad ly, an d un av erage stead y goin g 
fellow. Isbell, supplan ted him. "Jlggs” 
was giv en a tryout this sprin g by the 
Sox aud was recen tly released .
